Jordan Agreement. 

A dispatch from Amman dis- 
closed that Jordan was falling 
in with the other Arab nations 
in agreeing to the cease-fire 
agreements with Israel. 

The dispatch said Premier 
Samir El-Rifay cabled Hammar- 
skjold that Jordan's attitude 
was in harmony with the atti- 
tude of the other Arab states. 
Egypt and Syria already had 
agreed to the cease-fire. 

Hammarskjold was meeting 
Israeli Prime Minister David 
Bengurion and Foreign Minister 
Moshe Sharett today on the last 
stage of his peace mission and 
it was believed he would be 
able to leave for home by 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Israeli sources said the most 
crucial issue in the talks was 
Israel's doubts as to the value 
of an Egyptian cease-fire.

Now thev 
are revoking it, lest the deal 
fall through and they decide 
they do not want to Zive the 
money to Egypt. 

Officials aia it will not be 
necessary as of now to return 
to the Treasury the $55,000.000 
earmarked for the dam. They 
said more than 80 per cent of 
the year’s total had been com- 
mitted by midnight last night. 

The $55,000,000 still could be 
drawn from the $340,000.000. 
However, officials said an emer- 
gency could arise to claim so 
much of this that not enough 
would be left to cover Egypt's 
allotment 

They said if Egypt has not 
picked up the money by’ the 
end of the fiscal year, June 30, 
funds will not be available out 
of next vear's allotment.

This occurred in 1952 when 
he hoped the Democratic na- 
tional convention at Chicago 
would nominate him to be its 
candidate for the Presidency.- 

He was quickly disillusioned. 
On the convention's opening 
day, organized labor leaders, 
whom he had generally. support- 
ed all throu@h the Roosevelt 
and Truman administrations, 
ruled him out as too old at 74 
years 

Unable to conceal his disap- 
pointment, Barkley had some 
sharp words for the “'self- 
anointed political labor leaders” 
as he withdrew from the race. 

However, a short time later, 
he took the platform to make 
a rousing plea for unity of the 
Democratic party which had 
been almost ripped apart in bit- 
ter factional dispute. When he 


finished, standing alone on the, 


platform, his white hair gleam- 
ing in the spotlights, the dele- 
gates leaped to their feet and 
gave hi mone of the longest 
ovatoions in convention history.

| mandant openly admit there 
were deficiencies and also take 
steps to correct them 

Pate gave the committee his 
Strongest assurance that Mc- 
Keon would not be made the

Raising his right hand, the 
commandant said “I'd be glad 
to swear on the Bible to that.” 

The committee, recessing 
after it. heard Pate, followed 
iVnson’s recommendations _ not 
to take further action now. But 
it told the General he will be 
called back later to report on 
results of his moves. 

Pate said the charges against 
McKeon are manslaughter, op- 
pression of recruits “by Gini: | gs 
them into Ribbon creek,” drink- 
ing intoxicating liquor in the 
presence of a recruit and viola- 
tion of general orders prohibit- 
ing possession of alcoholic bev- 
erages., 

MKeon, 31 years old, is a 
Navy veteran of World War II. 
"He joined the Marines in 1948, 
re-enlisted in 1952, and was a 
Staff sergeant on trainng duty 
at the time of the night march. 
He has expressed deep sorrow 
over the tragedy, saying he was 
not fully familiar with the ter- 
ritory into which he led the 
recrults. 

Pate said that over the vears 
the system of stern discipline 
-and tough training of recruits 
administered by experienced 
noncommissioned officers, had 
proved good for the Marines 


| 


But: he added that “some 
practices have crept in 
which ... do not comport 


with the dignity of the individ- 
ual.” 

New System of Supervision. 

Therefore, Pate said, he is 
putting in a new system of su- 
pervision both at Parris Island 
and the ‘other Marine recruit 
training center, San Diego, 
Calif. He said he will oversee 
this new system himself through 
a chain of officers reporting di- 
rectly to him. 

This direct supervision, he 
said, will continue until it is 
certain that ‘“‘any and every 
practice which may have arisen 
at Parris Island or San Diego 
which involves or suggests haz- 
ing, Mass punishment or any 
other form of treatment incom- 
patible with accepted American 
standards of human dginity ‘has 
been) absolutely eliminated.” 

Pate reported that the Marine 
court of inquiry, which is a 
fact-finding but not a trial body, 
, found that McKeon, on the day 
of the fatal march. began drink- 
ing in his barracks. 

Pate’s report continued: 

“The court of inquiry found 
that he violated the code of the 
non-commissioned officer by 
drinking in the barracks, by 
drinking while 6n duty and by 
drinking in the presence of a 
recruit. 

“The record of the court also 
indicates that while under the 
influence of alcohol to an un- 
determined degree he unfortu- 
nately chose to order his pla- 
toon out on a night march be- 
cause of minor deviation from 
the very strict standard of con- 
duct to which recruits must ad- 
here.” 

The court of inquiry~ found 
that McKeon had no authority 
to order such a march for the 
platoon under his instruction, 
that he took it into hazardous 
ground—the tidal swamp area 
around the base — without 
observing such safety measures 


bility and without having re- 
connoitered the ground first. 

The court also found that 
after the men entered one of 
the tidal creeks, McKeon did 
not order them out until panic 
developed as they got into 
deeper water. 

Court-martial trial was ree- 
ommended also for two other 
non-commissioned officers ac- 
cused of drinking in McKeon's 
barracks—Sgt. Richard J. Kane 
and Staff Sgt. Elwyn B, Scar- 
borough. 

“In a very real sense the 
Marine Corps is on trial for the 
tragedy of Ribbon creek just as 
surely-as is Sgt. McKeon,” Pate 
said. 

“IT will not blind myself to 
this fact nor will I seek to dis- 
own the responsibility which is 
mine as commandant of the Ma- 
rine Corps.”

Under Franco’s Heel 


Spain may be a model nation in some eyes 
but behind that false front is a depressed peo- 
ple plagued by unrest and dissension living in 
a land torn by strife with more troubles to come. 
A glance back over the Spanish outbreaks that 
have been reported since the first of the year 
leaves no doubt about this. 


The first thing to remember about present- 
day Spain is that it is a fascist dietatorship. It 
is ruled by the iron hand of Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco and he is the one survivor from 
the pre-World War II trio of dictators that in- 
cluded Hitler and Mussolini. It is a strange fate 
that keeps that moth-eaten little dictator in 
power a decade after his benefactors died their 
violent deaths, the one a Suicide as flaming 
Berlin fell, the other shot and strung up by the 
feet to be derided by disillusioned passers-by. 

The next thing to remember about Spain is 
that it is a one-party country just as Germany 
and Italy were one-party countries. The Falan- 
gist party is the instrument of the dictator in 
the pattern of Hitler's Nazi party in Germany 
and Mussolini's black shirts in Italy. 

7 . . 

Against this background the Falangists are 
divided between those who want to restore the 
monarchy and those who will have no part in 
that backward step. Franco says he favors 
royal rule. But then he has been saying so for 
years and yet he does nothing to yield the power 
tightly held in his own hands. 

This year began with 80 per cent of the stu- 
dents in. Madrid University declaring that they 
had no confidence in Franco and his rule. By 
February these students were demanding an effd 
to Falangist control over “thought, expression 
and corporate life” of Spain's universities. To 
show they meant what they said, 10,000 students 
went on strike. 

Franco's solution alwavs is to crack down on 
opposition and that was his course with the stu- 
dents. He closed the universities and fired Ma- 
drid's dean of law and the university's rector. 

But order did not last long. In strongly Ro- 
man Catholic northern Spain tens of thousands 
of workers went on strike against Franco's eco- 
nomic policies. Since striking is illegal in Spain 
each worker who participated broke the law of 
his country and invited punishment for his of- 
fense. By the middle of April these industrial 
walkouts had spread from Pamplona, where they 
originated, until some 50,000 workers had quit. 

* . * 

Now comes the news that four men who dared 
to criticize the Franco dictatorship have been 
given prison terms. These men, including Jesus 
Ibanez Alonso, a professor in the National 
School of Journalism, had done no more than 
write and distribute a statement that objected 
to the university dismissals. | 

The one heartening aspect of this trial was 
that Jose Maria Gil Robles, a leader in the 
Spanish Republic that Hitler and Mussolini 
helped Franco overthrow two decades ago, came 
out of exile to defend the accused men. The 
prison terms were shorter than for such offenses 
in the past and this was taken as a personal tri- 
umph for Robles. 

The most ironical aspect of all this is that 
although dictators Hitler and Mussolini installed 
Franco in the first place, the democratic. United 
States has kept him propped up in recent years. 
Today one of the mainstays to his sagging econ- 
omy is the money that Washington spends in 
Spain in the development of defense bases. 

It is possible that without support for Franco 
from the United States the people of Spain 
would have been freed of their pompous dic- 
tator who denies freedom of speech, freedom of 
the press and freedom of religion. 

No wonder our fine statements about democ- 
racy often are taken at less than value by the 
uncommitted peoples in the world struggle 
against expansion of Communist dictatorship! 
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81 -Per Cent of Us 


A startling fact is reported by Business Week. 
A dangerous fact. A tragic fact. A fact that 
should be changed, swiftly and drastically, but 
probably will not be, except slowly and by 
degrees. This fact is that 81 per cent of the 
American public are not reading books. 

Popular governments are literally built on 
books, and kept alive by books. Not only do 
books yield information, they also generate 
ideas, and without an ever-fresh generation of 
ideas a society stagnates, just as a person does. 
So it is a matter for genuine concern that only 
19 per cent of Americans are reading books. 
That is only one out of five, and in a country 
run by majority rule it is imperative that at 
least three out of five should be well-informed 
people with ideas. 

Business Week thinks the spate of hundreds 
of new books a month intimidates many readers. 
Perhaps so, but to reduce that unmanageable 
flood to a manageable trickle is precisely the 
purpose of book review sections and pages. Any- 
one can form the good habit of reading books, 
selectively, so that they enhance the vividness 
and meaning of the very life one is living. And 
as a people we ought not to be satisfied until 
well more than a majority of us are doing so. 
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Two ‘Incidents’ in the County 

Prosecuting Attorney Garnholz has announced 
plans for improving the administration of crimi- 
nal justice in St. Louis county. Two recent 
incidents suggest that such action is in order. 

The first involves a defendant who was held 
in the County Jail for three months without 
charges. On the face of it this was a grievous 
violation of his constitutional rights. Inténsive 
efforts to prevent other similar violations cer- 
tainly are indicated. 

This case occurred in part because Magistrate 
Raymond I. Harris's office mislaid the hasic 
papers, and in part because Prosecutor Garn- 

_ holz’s office failed to discover that a defendant 
against whom no proper information had been 
‘issued was sweating it out in the jail. 

Mr. Garnholz now says his office will make 
weekly checks of the Sheriff's records to see 
that this does not happen again. Since his 
office is only a few feet from that of the Sheriff, 
it seems that a, daily check would not prove 
burdensome. As for Mr. Harris, he is respon- 
sible for setting up a procedure that will prevent 
future mistakes of this kind; that is as much a 
part of his job as his work in the courtroom. 

The second incident involves the indictment 
of Mayor Leo J. Hayes of Wellston, a Democrat, 
by a grand jury working closely with represen- 
tatives of the Republican prosecutor. The in- 
dictment was dismissed in Circuit Court on the 
ground Mayor Hayes’s constitutional privileges 
had been violated in connection with a grand 
jury appearance. In effect he had been com- 
pelled to testify against himself. 

County grand juries under Mr. Garnholz’s 
Republican predecessor frequently seemed to 
have their eyes out for dirt under the rug in 
Democratic Wellston but rarely in the Republi- 
can-controlled courthouse. Because of this back- 
ground and the obvious political implications of 
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the Hayes case the Prosecutor's office ought to 
have proceeded with extreme care for all the 
rights of the principal. Let us hope this is the 
last incident of this kind in the county for a 
long time to come.

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Fly in the Cuban Sugar 

The quickly suppressed revolt in Cuba indi- 
cates that conditions. under the Batista Govern- 
ment are not as sweet as-Cuban sugar, despite 
governmental indulgences. i 

Some 70 civilian rebels armed with’ machine 
guns were halted and 15 were killed, the Gov: 
ernment says, in a foolish attack on the Domin- 
go Goicuria army base east of Havana. Presi- 
dent Batista immediately suspended mpst con- 
stitutional rights and began a round-up of oppo- 
sitionists, including former President Carlos 
Prio Socorras. 

Finally, Batista imposed press and radio cen- 
sorship. His general policy, however, has been 
to leave press freedom more or less undis- 
turbed, and to use the power of holding ar- 
rested persons incommunicado as his chief 
weapon against plots. 

The latest conspiracy is the third since Batista 
himself ousted Prio Socorras in a bloodless re- 
volt four years ago. Nearly three years ago an 
abortive revolt in Havana cost 80 lives, it was 
reported at the time, and hundreds of Govern- 
ment opponents were arrested on suspicion. 
Only a few weeks ago a number of Army officers 
and enlisted men were arrested in the first sign 
of defection within the military establishment 
where, presumably, Batista centered his power. 

None of the revolts has developed any real 
popular support. If President Batista is not 
overwhelmingly popular, still few Cubans be- 
lieve political change is worth the price of civil 
war. Economic conditions have been too good 
for that. But the portrait of President Batista 
as the benevolent democrat and rescuer of the 
Cuban common man has not been sold wholesale. 
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A Tax Evader in Congress 

The conviction of Representative Thomas J. 
Lane, Massachusetts Democrat, on a charge of 
federal income tax evasion, is a particularly dis- 
turbing commentary on ethics in public office. 
Legislators who enact the tax laws should be ex- 
pected above all others to live up to them 
scrupulously. This Representative’s violation 
will have a disillusioning effect. 

Many of the taxpayers who observe his bad 
example will be persons of far less means than 
Representative Lane, who was charged with 
evading $38,000 in taxes in three years. Though 
he is a lawyer as well as a law-maker, the de- 
fendant tried to evade the law as well as the 
tax, by first pleading no contest, a plea which 
was rejected by Federal Judge Charles E. Wy- 
zanski Jr. He then pleaded guilty. 

It is a sorry repayment to the voters who had 
elected Mr. Lane to office for the past 29 years, 
first as a State Representative, then as a State 
Senator, and for 15 years now as a member of 
Congress. The least he can do is to resign 
his seat at once. Every minute he stays in it he 
besmirches Congress. 


Let us pause to note that in springtime the 
cardinal perches at the top of the tree, singing 
loud and clear, and that—after some absence— 
is exactly where our Cardinals have landed. 
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Gen. Clark’s Extreme Charge 

Gen. Mark W. Clark ig quoted by the Associ- 
ated Press as having told a Charleston (S.C.) 
audience that he opposed racial integration of 
the armed forces beginning in 1950, in the Tru- 
man Administration, and that he is still opposed. 
Gen. Clark, who tommanded the Fifth Army in 
Italy in World War II and later was Supreme 


Commander in the Far East in the Korean War, ~ 


said he based his opinion on his ‘‘worst divi- 
sion’’—a unit of Negro troops. The general said 
they could not be relied on to stand and fight. 

Taking Gen. Clark at his word, then his ex- 
perience becomes an argument for integration. 
For obviously the solution is not to create whole 
divisions. that could not be relied on. Far better 
militarily to integrate the troops so that the 
example of good soldiers would carry from race 
to race. Moreover in integrated units, a Negro 
soidier is advanced as a lower grade or commis- 
sioned officer only on merit, not because there 
are so many slots to fill. 

But Gen. Clark deserves another answer and 
it is that many Negroes have served with dis- 
tinction in their country’s uniform. Not a few of 
them engaged in heroism and were cited for it 
by their superior officers. It would be illumi- 
nating to have the comments of Gen. Clark’s 
onetime commander, a retired general who hap- 
pens to be President of the United States.

Russia in the Middle East 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Cpinion 


Russian drive to Mediterranean is almost a continuous historical

factor and nothing new, editorial says; what is new is that 
U.S.S.R. is now in the Middle East; we cannot pretend she js 
not there, but must work with allies to meet the challenge.

The Russian Foreign Ministry’s sup- 
port of the United Nations on Egypt 
and Israel and all the other moves that 
the Soviet Union has been making in 
the Middle East since last autumn call 
for some heart-searching and some 
earnest thinking on our part. We may 
be seeing one of the major movements 
in history, for that is the way history 
moves. 

The Russian drive toward the Eastern 
Mediterranean has been a contributing 
factor in European 
affairs at least since 
Peter the Great, 350 
years ago. Really, 
one could go back 
earlier, perhaps to 
1453, whe. the fall 
of Constantingple 
made Moscow’ the 
spiritual heir to 
Byzantium. 

More and more 
these days histor- 
ians are realizing 
how wrong it was 
to think of Russia 
as an isolated, or Pete; the Great 
even as an Asian, 
country. 

In recent centuries the Russian drive 
has been toward the Dardanelles. In 
the peace negotiations at the end of the 
Second World War, Molotov tried to 
achieve Russian domination of the 
straits by a revision of the Montreux 
Convention. 

In this age of airplanes, nuclear 
bombs, political subversion and econom- 
ic penetration a pinpoint such as the 
Dardanelles loses most of its impor- 
tance as a barrier or a bottleneck. It 
could not stop the Russians any more 
than the “Northern Belt” of states in 
the new Baghdad Pact. The pact was 


no more a “cause”: of Russia’s coming: 


into the Middle East than the existence 
of the straits. 


As Britain's Minister of State An- 
thony Nutting said in a recent Parlia- 
mentary debate, if people “really think 
that Soviet policy, which is nothing if 
not long term in its preparation and 
execution, is determined by reflex re- 
actions of this kind, then they must 
think that Soviet politicians are much 
simpler and~more nervous folk than 
we do.” 

A Russian, if he thought in Ameri- 
can terms, would say that to extend 
Russian influence and power to the 
Middle East is a case of “manifest 
destiny.”” What we have to realize is 
that Russia, for the first time in his- 
tory, is able to force her way into the 
Middle East—and she is doing so, 


Consequently, Western policy—at least 
from the looks of things now—has to 
change to meet an accomplished fact 
and not simply a threat or a challenge. 


Of course there are tides and ebbs 
in history and it may be that Russian 
penetration of the Middle East can be 
held to a minimum and later be pushed 
back. Realism, however, gives little 
reason for hope. All signs point to the 
continued growth of Russian strength 
and to the continued pressure of her 
expansionism. 

From any. point of view the entry of 
Russia into the Middle East is one of 
the great challenges of our time. Where 
before the Russians had nothing but 
armies and navies with which. to ex- 
pand, they have today one of the most 
formidable ideological movements in 
history. 

The combination of Russian material 
strength with Communism is what 
makes the Russians so dangerous. The 
new guise of anti-Stalinist, peace-loving, 
philanthropic business men is a hard 
one to repel. Offers of trade and tech- 
nical assistance, not to mention arms, 
are naturally tempting. 

And when the Russians*talk moder- 
ation and common sense, as they did 
in the Foreign Ministry's note calling 
for compromise in the Near East, even 
Secretary Dulles has to praise them. 
There is no longer any use in closing 
doors. The uninvited guest is already 
in the house. 

As the recent foreign affairs survey 
in- this newspaper showed, a universal 
criticism of State Department policy is 
that it has been too inflexible. 


That word is not very precise, but 
one way in which inflexibility can oper- 
ate is to keep the United States fight- 
ing on lines that already, so to speak, 
have been lost. The place to fight the 
enemy is where he is, and no error is 
more dangerous than to underrate him. 
There would seem to be little use in a 
policy designed to keep the Russians 
out of the Middle East when they are 
already in. There is probably little use 
in a policy designed to eject the Rus- 
sians from the Middle East when some 
of the Arab nations have already wel- 
comed them and want them as a coun- 
ter-balance to the “Western imperial- 
ists” or, at least, to the nations protect- 
ing Israel. 

The situation today calls for close co- 
operation with our British and French 
allies and above all for the proper use 
of America’s vast power, which is not 
only military but economic and moral. 
We should not fear Russian competition 
in any of these fields, but we must not 
underrate it. 


An Ex-Tax Collector Against the Tax 
From The Madison (Wis.) Capital Times 


The crowd that wants to abolish the 
income tax in this country has a new 
hero. He is T. Coleman Andrews, who, 
up until a few months ago, was Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s Commissioner of In- 
‘ternal Revenue. 

He is best known in Wisconsin as the 
man who, while his department was in- 
vestigating Senator McCarthy's in- 
come tax difficulties, introduced Mc- 
Carthy at a meeting in Richmond, Va., 
as one of the “greatest living Ameri- 
cans.” 

Andrews is much in demand these 
days as a speaker at the meetings of 
those peopl’ who would rather spend 
their money fighting income taxes than 
paying them. This man, who was in 
charge of collecting taxes for the Eisen- 
hower Administration for three years, 
now says that he has opposed ingome 
taxes for the last 20 years. 

“Federal income taxes should be 
abolished,” he told a reporter for the 
Associated Press the other day. 

He says he is worried about what in- 
come taxes are doing to the “middle 
class” in this country. This covers, he 


says, the people in the $8000 to $50,000 
annual income. Nine of his friends, he 
says by way of illustrating what he 
means by the “middle class,” got tired 
of paying taxes and have retired and 
gone to Florida to live permanently. 

Andrews quit his job as chief tax 
collector to head a large insurance com- 
pany against which the Federal Govern- 
ment has a $5,000,000 tax claim. He has 
never disclosed how much the insur- 
ance company is paying him, but he 
says “everyone is being kept poor” by 
the income tax. Some of the “poor” 
people who agree with him own twin 
Cadillacs labeled “his” and “hers.” 

Andrews has every right, of course, 
to believe and say anything he wants 
about the income tax. But shouldn’t he 
have told the public his views before 
he was appointed to enforce the in- 
come tax laws?

Rolling Stones Are Fools 


NO TRAVELER RETURNS, by James Lord. (Johns 

Day, 286 pgs., $3.50.) 

There have been many novels about 
discontented youths in search of the 
real meaning of life because most 
young novelists begin by writing about 
the disillusionment which always seems 
to be close at hand. After the fashion 
of Henry James—or maybe it’s Kafka— 
the wealthy young idler in this novel is 
described simply as “D.,” and he just 
barely escapes being recognizable as a 
familiar type. 

He is seeking his reality through the 
fool’s paradise of being a rolling stone 
and the backdrops of his lonely wander- 
ings are the facades of the old Euro- 
pean cities. Wanting love desperately, 
he stumbles on an abundance of it in a 
passionate affair with the wife of an 
American diplomat in Paris, but it was 
no good because his shallow puddle of 
emotions precluded his loving in re- 
turn. He is physically-equipped only to 
receive and as a personality he had 
nothing to exchange for what was given 
to him. 

The portrait of “D.,” and the sadness 
of his personal tragedy, which is some- 
thing he can never quite explain to 
himself, is skillfully evoked in this im- 
pressive first novel. One of the most 
vivid characterizations in the story is 
that of Prince, a young American homo- 
sexual, footloose on the Continent, who 
Serves as one corner of. an unlikely tri- 
angle involving “D.” and the diplo- 
mat’s wife. Prince sums up “D.’s” pre- 
dicament neatly when he says: 

“These people who come to Europe 
to be hysterical! At least if they stayed 
home in America and were neurotic 
they might amount to something. Over 
here they're zero... . ™ 

Mr. Lord has sensitively treated a 
theme that could have been slighter 
than a cipher in the hands of lesser 
talent, providing a genuine understand- 
ing of a fellow-creature ‘with whom 
readers may or may not be sympathetic,

About one-third of the orders 
offered was for war-potential 
goods. 

Prime Minister Eden has au- 
thorized Foreign Secretary Sel- 
wyn Lloyd to press for fulfil- | 
ment of a three-month-old 
American agreement to review | 
current allied controls on trade 
with Communist China. 

British Complaint. 

Lloyd, the informants said, 
will complain to Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles that | 
the United States has failed to | 
live up to that agreement. Pres- | 
ident Eisenhower reportedly | 
gave tht understanding to Eden | 
during their Washington meet- 
ings early February. 

The high level exchange is 
due later this week in Paris, | 
where Dulles and, Lloyd will 
be attending a meeting of 
NATO foreign ministers.

© Rainier III, decided the casino life was not for cats. § 
: Some cats had a good time, but others just sat on @ 
windowsills having kittens and were constantly hun- § 
gry and thirsty, so Mrs. Hale with her husband and Pe 
the blessings of the Prince, decided to build a @ 
shelter for them. She bought the land just outside 
the principality (it was too expensive to buy in Monte 
Carlo), and with the aid of Monegasque police built 
E the plushiest cat resort in the entire feline world. 
ie, Me : 

WE WERE MISTAKEN in our previous article 
when we said Monegasque cats were forced to go to 
the shelter whether they wanted to or not. The 
truth is the cat shelter only caters to cats that come @ 
there on a voluntary basis. Those cats that want to @ 
hang around the casino and live a wicked life can & 
still do so, but the incentives to stay at the cat @ 
shelter are so great that only a very stupid cat (and ; 
Monaco like every other place has them) would not 
take advantage of it. 

We went out to the cat shelter with Mrs. Hale 
the other day to see the place for ourselves. It was 
everything a domestic animal could hope for. There 
were 123 cats there sitting on hot tin roofs, or & 
sleeping in special bunks that had been built for §& 
them. They were divided into corrals by age groups, 
but there was plenty of room for everybody. From 
their roofs they could look over to Cap Ferrat as %& 
well as the Mediterranean, and they could watch the [ 
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yachts go by without batting an eye. Above them 
were apple and pear trees just beginning to bud, 
and if they didn’t feel like climbing a tree there 
were specially-built ladders they could play on. If 
a cat wanted to mingle with other cats he could do 
so. but if he wanted to remain in solitude there was 
plenty of room for him to hide. &

PROBABLY the most wonderful thing about the 
Monaco cat shelter is the food that is served to cats. 
Most of the cats raised around the casino are only 
used to the best that French cuisine has to offer. 
The only thing they were afraid of was that their 
diets would be changed. 

But the great hotels of Monaco who were so grate- 
ful to see the cats leave the place have agreed to 
send all their leftovers to the shelter. 

The day we were there the animals were served 
a luncheon of stew of caviar de Russe, saumon fume, 
turtle soup, lobster a la Newburg, roast duck with 
oranges, green peas, asparagus and fruit. The exact 
same meal which people paid $12 apiece for at a 
gala at the Sporting Club on the previous night. 
The cats who hung around the gala only managed 
to scrounge a few empty oyster shells, so it’s obvious 
those in the shelter are doing much better than 
those watching fireworks in the streets,

THE FAME of the Monaco cat shelter has spread 
to France, and many French cats have tried to get 
in. But the rule is that only stray cats found in 
= Monaco can be admitted. Therefore many French 
- cats can now be seen straying into Monaco hoping

Parents’ Fault

T HAT children need love is a fact most parents realize. 


Fortunately most people give love freely and more or 

less instinctively to their children. They really don't 
need to ask themselves, “Am I giving my child love?” or 
“Am I giving him enough 
love?” 

Unfortunately a few 
child specialists nowadays 
have played up this con- 
cept that a child develops 
best in a friendly atmos- 
phere which allows him to 
feel loved and secure, into 
more or less of a “school.” 
They preach about the dire 
effects of not giving love 
till a good many parents 
have become quite self- 
conscious about the whole 
thing. So self-conscious that they ask themselves whether 
they are giving love, or giving it adequately.

ALL OF THIS has been going on long enough to have 
a rather unfortunate secondary effect. Not only are some 
parents beginning to feel self-conscious and guilty about 
the whole thing, but also some of the children who have 
been incidentally exposed to exaggerated versions of this 
s4heory have discovered a marvelous new scapegoat. 

They have seized with glee and/or complacency on a 
supposed dearth of love received by them from their own 
cruel and hardhearted parents as the adequate reason for 
their own personal failures. How can they be exp2cted to be 
successful in school? Their parents didn’t really love them. 
How can they be expected to be agreeable members of the 
family group? They were rejected when younger. And what 
if they do seem to be a trifle delinquent? Films, books, tele- 
vision tell them that delinquency is always the’ parents’, 
not the child's fault. . 
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THE ORDINARY DETERMINED, well-endowed boy 
or girl, like the similar adult, usually faces the fact that it 
is futile to blame other people for his own failures or in- 
adequacies. But a minority (and still too many) of the pres- 
ent generation find it easier to behave in a delinquent or at 
least inadequate manner and then places the blame on their 
parents. The movie “Rebel Without a Cause” presents 
this point of view... Boys and girls in this picture are delin- 
quent because their parents don't love each other. They 
are delinquent because their parents don't—demonstrably— 
love them, They are delinquent because their parents are 
' divorced. In fact, with all the things which it is possible 
for parents to do wrong (as shown in this picture) it is re- 
markable that any teen-agers manage to grow up non-de- 
linquent. 

We hope that not too many boys and girls of today will 
fall into this too easy trap of excusing any or al! of their 


own inadequacies simply on the basis that whatever they . 


do wrong is their parents’ fault. 
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Good Idea: 
Rest While 
You Work

HOUSANDS of Americans 

are going about killing them- 

selves with unnecessary ten- 
aions. No matter what their ex- 
cuses, there is always (after 
thinking about it) a short cut 
that relieves the distress of con- 
tinued pressure. 

Many people I know are, fig- 
uratively speaking, in the um- 
brélla business. They look too 
far ahead and miss much of 
life. They are so busy build- 
ing umbrellas for the “future 
rainy day” that these umbrellas 
keep out today’s sun. 

You may be one of these peo- 
ple who live their lives in im- 
balance—in “cockeyed balance.” 
Perhaps you, like the others, are 
deaf and blind to the present— 
and all ears and eyes to a too 
distant future. 
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IF SO, better wake up in time 
to how you are squandering 
your precious heart beats. God 
deposited about two and a half 
billion heart beats with each 
normal individual the day he 
was born. Figuring on the 70 
years the Bible gave ys—which 
is now supported by modern- 
day, cold, statistical columns— 
that’s about how many heart- 
beats you have to work with 
during your lifetime. 

There is a short cut to relax- 
ation and release of tension. 
Instead of waiting for “‘tomor- 
row’'s” vacation or retirement, 
why not learn to rest while you 
work? 

That seems to be the best 
way, because it is nature’s way. 
For example, your heart does 
not work consistently for 16 
hours and then take eight hours 
off for relaxation. Nor does it 
work 50 weeks a year and then 
“take off two weeks.” If our 
hearts behaved like we do, we 
would all be dead. 

Nature has given the heart a 
more sensible formula: to rest 
after “every” heart beat, In 
this way it is fresh for the next 
—and each succeeding beat. 
Wise people have taken a hint 
from the heart. They rest as 
they go along. 
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EVERY DAY is vacation time. 
To be sure, these are “minia- 
ture vacations.” Nevertheless, 
they serve to re-invigorate us 
while we live and work. They 
relieve our pent-up tensions. 
Therefore they minimize the 
likelihood of our getting ulcer 
of the stomach, diabetes, high 
blood pressure or a coronary 
attack. 

Do not assume that there will 
always be time later for the fun 
and rewards of your hard work. 
Face up to yourself. Ask your- 
self whether you are overstrain- 
ing. If the answer is yes, here 
are some suggestions that will 
help to straighten you out. 

To live TODAY, be willing to 
give of yourself to wife, chil- 
dren and friends. 

Don't let the clock hedevil 
you all day. A good way to get 
a head start is to rise a half- 
hour earlier than usual. Most 
of us rush around all day try- 
ing to make up time that we've 
lost at the very start of the day. 
Take time for your breakfast 
and morning paper. Leaving for 
work in a leisurely manner will 
guarantee a more restful day. 

Don't eat off your desk top. 
A stale cheese sandwich and 
glass of milk are for a mouse— 
not fora man. Take at least an 
hour for lunch, 

Take a short afternoon nap if 
at all possible. If you can't, 
then take one after dinner, be- 
fore going out in the evening. 

Learn how to oe short of 
fatigue. Tension will never get 
you down if you remember to 
“rest while you work.”

A Ladder 


By Hubbard Cobb 


T ABOUT this time each 
A veer people start to use 

ladders again and when 
people use ladders someone 
sooner or later is going to take 
a nasty tumble. Fact of the 
matter is, plain old ladders are 
responsible for an awful lot of 
home accidents. 

The main cause of ladder ac- 
cidents seems to be losing 
one’s balance, and this in turn 
is caused by trying to use both 
hands for a job and not keep- 
ing one free with which to hold 
on. 

. — — 

AS A GENERAL RULE you 
should never try to work from 
a ladder unless you can keep 
one hand free to help keep your 
balance. There is a trick which 
involves putting one leg around 
in back of one rung of the lad- 
der to provide the better bal- 
ance but we prefer the “one 


, hand free” method. 


Many ladder accidents are 


‘eaused by the ladder slipping. 


A good rule to follow when 
setting up a ladder is to have 
the distance from the bottom 
of the ladder to the wall one- 
fourth the total height of the 
ladder. But even so, if the 
ladder is placed on an uneven 
surface or on soft ground it may 
slip or fall to one side. You 
can level up uneven surfaces 
and reinforce soft ground with 
a heavy plank on which the 
ladder can rest. If you are in 
any doubt about the ladder 
slipping, fasten it secure by 
running a rope from the bottom 
rung to the wall. 
. * * 

BEFORE USE, wood ladders 
should be carefully inspected 
for cracks or signs of decay. 
A wood ladder should never 
be painted for paint may con- 
ceal a flaw. The best protection 
for a wood ladder is a coat of 
wood preservative which will 
reduce the chances of decay and 
make it easy to spot any flaws 
that might occur. 

You don’t have to worry 
about decay with modern light- 
weight metal ladders but be 
careful about using them on 
windy days. A lot of people 
have spent a good many hours 
on a roof because a high wind 
blew their ladder over while 
they weren't looking.

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Crime Schools of the Brink's Suspects 


Most of Them Began Criminal Careers at Early Age; 
Several Lived Quiet Family Lives After Big Robbery

The spectacular million-dollar Brink’s robbery in Boston in 
January, 1950, has been described as the “biggest criminal op- 
eration in the annals of man.” The following article is the third 
and last of a series giving the background of the 11 men who 
were accused of: the spectacular crime. Three have been de- 
scribed in previous articles. Today's article introduces the reader 
to the other eight, of whom two are still at large and cone is

This picture of Adolph Maf- 
fie was given to me, with the 
exaggeration typical of a back- 


ward look at youth, by a friend 
who grew up with him. 

In seeking an explanation of 
why Maffie went wrong, one 
goes back to the time he was 
13. He was arrested then in 
Roxbury, Mass., where he was 
born and raised, for fire-set- 
ting. He was neither treated 
nor institutionalized but was 
placed on probation. 

Nine days later, Maffie was 
arraigned in nearby Franklin 
court — again for fire-setting. 
A month later, he was sen- 
tenced to a reformatory as a 
result of the Roxbury fire-set- 


ting. In the fall, he was ar- 
rested again. The charge— 
fire-setting. 

Most social workers would 


agree that a child who consist- 
ently sets fires and ignores ad- 
monitions to stop is probably 
a mentally disturbed child. Gen- 
erally a psychiatrist can work 
with a child and find out what’s 
troubling him. Maffie got a 
scolding for setting fires. and 
that was it. 

As is so often the case, Maf- 
fie’s fire-setting turned into 
another form of anti-social be- 
havior. He was arrested four 
times more in the next two 
years for theft. The fourth 
time he was charged with steal- 
ing baseball equipment from an 
automobile and again sent to 
a reform school, His family 
were not too disturbed. They 
felt, according to one report, 
“relieved that he would be 
straightened out.” 

Young Adolph, 16 when he 
was sent away, was the fifth 
child in a family of eight, born 
to Nicholas and Aurora Maffie. 
The family lived in a 10-room 
house they owned in Roxbury 
near a shoe factory; large gangs 

ngregated in the area. 

Young Adolph adjusted well 
at reform school and was re- 
leased on parole nine months 
after he entered. But back 
home again, he fell into his old 
ways. Although he was only 
18, he was picked up now and 
then by police for being drunk. 
He was at home nine months 
when he was again returned to 
the reformatory. He was re- 
leased again on July 7, 1929. 

The pattern was not broken. 
During the next 12 years he 
was arrested for armed rob- 
bery, drunkenness, gambling, 
selling lottery tickets, and sell- 
ing whisky. 

During the 1930s he was ar- 
rested six times on burglary 
charges and for armed robbery 
but each time was either re- 
leased or not indicted. For 
two years and six months, at 
the beginning of World War 
II, he served in the Army and 
received an honorable dis- 
charge. During the postwar 
years, he came to be known as 
“Jazz the Bookie.” Occasion- 
ally he was arrested for gam- 
bling but received only small 
fines. 

Maffie married in 1938 and 
had two children. In January, 
1950, the time of the Brink's 
robbery, he appeared to have 
a warm, normal family life. 

* — 
ICHAEL VINCENT GEA- 
GAN, a tough, alert, 42-year- 
old longshoreman, who was 
once sentenced to prison for 
assaulting a policeman, was an 
intimate friend of another 
Brinks defendant, Joe McGin- 
nis.. He had more education 
than any of the others, having 
completed two years of high 
school at Charlestown. But his 
education in crime started as 

early as the others. 

When he was eight, he was 
arrested for vandalism—throw- 
ing a rock through a window— 
and placed on probation. Six 
years later he was arrested for 
stealing a basket of grapes. 
After two arrests for arméd 
robbery and stealing a car he 
was sent at the age of 16 to re- 
form school. 

An early report of young 
Geagan noted that “bad com- 
pany” seemed to be the “cause” 
of his delinquencies. His 
father whipped him repeatedly 
but it did no good. He con- 
tinued his disobedience. 

His most sensational crime 
was holding up the Brockton 
City Hall in 1934, when he was 
26, and assaulting the city 
treasurer. For a time he was 
listed as Massachusetts Public 
Enemy No. 1. 

“Se oe 

INCENT COSTA, who was 
Vie when the Brink’s rob- 

bery occurred, is a rabbit- 
eyed, slightly-built man with a 
heart-shaped face. He was con- 
sidered “not only smart but a 
great guy behind the wheel of 
a getaway car.” He enjoyed 
also’ an indulgent brother-in- 
law, Anthony Pino, one of the 
11 indicted. He and Pino 
owned a diner in Jamaica Plain 
and later a gas station. 

Costa, married at 1% was 
hauled into court when he was 
20 for wife-beating—Pino’s sis- 
ter—and also for non-support 
of his family. The charges 
were dismissed. His education 
consisted of elementary school 
and a year of trade school. He 
quit to get married. In 1940, 
he was sentenced to five years 
in state’s prison for armed rob- 
bery and paroled 14 months 
later. He was not arrested 
again until the Boston police 
picked him up the night of the 
Brink's robbery. 

“Joe Banfield, God bless his 
soul, loved Joe McGinnis like a 
a friend of McGin- 
“But for the

anyone else in their right mind 
takin’ him in on a big job like 
Brink’s. 

“He was drunk most of the 
time. After two or three 
drinks, he told everybody ev- 
erything he knew. Like in 
1952, McGinnis had him work- 
ing building a whisky still up 
in New Hampshire. He'd come 
down to Boston and wander 
through the bars cadging 
drinks. ‘That bald-headed so- 
and-so (he’d say of McGinnis) 
is gonna get us in trouble with 
the Feds just as sure as 
shootin’. 

“Joe started like all the wild 
kids in Charlestown — stealing 
a car first and then stealing 
from a store, then breaking 
into a boxcar.” 

Banfield was first arrested 
when he was 14. His early ar- 
rests were all for stealing cars. 
He never married. His life 
history was littered with ar- 
rests for drunkeness and sus- 
picion of burglary. There were 
50 entries in his police and 
penal record when he died, his 
body racked by drink, on Jan. 
28, 1955 at the age of 45. At 
best he was a tragic figure, his 
life a tale of emptiness.

AMES IGNATIUS FAHER- 
Ji was 39 and Thomas 

Francis Richardson was 43 
when the Brink’s robbery took 
place. Both escaped being 
picked up in the FBI roundup 
of the Brink’s defendants. Both 
are on the FBI's “Ten Most 
Wanted” list. 

Both were born and reared 
in the vicinity of South Boston. 
Both were members, in their 
youth, of South Boston’s Gustin 
Gang. Both were arrested in 
Somerville in 1934 for the same 
armed robbery, jumped bail at 
the same time, and were ar- 
rested two years later in New 
York City. 

Both are known as men who 
were “not afraid to handle a 
gun.” Both were friends of 
Pino and Costa. Both drink 
heavily and both are still at 


large. 
Henry Baker, 44 when the 
Brink’s robbery took place, 


was “handy” at picking locks 
and having keys made to fit 
locks. He didn’t “look like a 
hood,” one of his friends told 


me. 

His father, Henry, was a 
hard - working tailor. His 
mother, Jennie Kaslick Baker, 
was able to raise another son 
and a daughter successfully. 
The sister married well, the 
brother built up and operated 
a successful cigarette vending 
machine business. 

Henry Baker traveled 
throughout the country a great 
deal. He was arrested in Ohio 
and in California... After his 
first arrest in Boston, when he 
was 18, he spent 19 out of 32 
years prior to the Brink’s rob- 
bery in reformatories or pris- 
ons. He had just completed 
six years in Charlestown Prisan 
only five months before the 
Brink’s robbery.

TANLEY GUSCIORA (pro- 
S nounced Gus-so-ra) was only 
16 when he killed a watch- 
man at a reformatory. When I 
visited the reformatory, several

Even today, at 36, Gusciora 
is a sweet-faced, boyish look- 
ing man, with chestnut hair, 
brown eyes, medium build, and 
standing five foot 10. 

Stanley’s first arrest was in 
the fall of 1931, when he was 
12, and was for evading the 
payment of his fare on a street 
car. . Nothing was done about 
him until he was 15 when he 
was arrested for stealing an 
automobile and, later, for 
breaking and entering. 

When he was picked up by 
the Boston police in the fall of 
1934 he was living with a group 
of boys in their early teens in 
a Boston apartment. The of- 
ficers found 24 shoulder hol- 
sters and three revolvers in a 
closet. 

Stanley in that period was 
aping Chicago gang leaders. A 
psychiatrist examined him after 
he was committed to the re- 
formatory and noted that 
“Stanley seems headed for real 


gangster life unless we can 
check him right now.” 
Nine months later, Stanley 


and 10 other boys at the re- 
formatory planned to “take 
off’ together. After lights out, 
one of the boys told the watch- 
man a boy in his dormitory had 
a toothache. When the watch- 
man leaned over to talk to the 
supposedly pain-ridden~ boy, 
Stanley hit him over the head 
twice with an fron toilet-seat 
counter-balance. He also took 
a jagged piece of broken water 
glass and plunged it into the 
watchman’s head. The watch- 
man died. 

Stanley was given a prison 
sentence of from 14 to 18 years 
for manslaughter. He was pa- 
roled on Dec. 15, 1943. 

He tried working as a cook, 
a farmer, a clerk, a printer, and 
as a shipyard worker. He was 
inducted into the United States 
Army in 1944 and served two 
years, receiving an honorable 
discharge in 1946. He was not 
arrested until January, 1948, 
again in September, 1948, and 
in February, 1949. Each time 
for, robbery and each time in 
Boston. By the time of the 
Brink’s robbery, Stanley had 
fulfilled his adolescent dream 
of being a gangster.

Necow come some questions: 

How did the gang in the 

Brink’s robbery make their 

getaway? How did the men 

indicted live after the robbery? 
How were they caught? 

At 7:30 on the night of Tues- 
day, Jan. 17, 1950, seven men 
wearing Halloween masks and 
navy pea jackets scurried into 
the back of a green stake-body 
canvas-covered truck on Prince 
street in Boston and drove 
away. They sat on the burlap 
bags stuffed with $1,219,211.29 
in currency and coins and 
$1,500,000 in checks and se- 
curities. 

These men, the state will try 
to prove at their forthcoming 
trial, were Joseph (Specs) 
O'Keefe, Baker, Maffie, Gea- 
gan, Richardson, Faherty and 
Gusciora. 

Pino, according to the story 
O’Keefe gave the FBI, rode in 
the front seat with Banfield, 
who was driving. Banfield 
made sure he stayed within the 
Boston speed limit. Costa, the 
accused “lookout,” allegedly 
drove away in the stolen Ford 
in which he had arrived. 

The Brink’s gang allegedly 
met at Maffie’s house, agreed 
to leave the money there and 
divide it later. In order to es- 
tablish their alibis, they dis- 
persed immediately. 

During the six years follow- 
ing the Brink’s robbery, the 
majority of the 11 followed 
lives of suburban respectabil- 
ity—at least on the surface. 
But the FBI kept questioning 
them long after Massachusetts 
authorities relaxed in their at- 
tempt to solve the case. 

Baker attended cigarette 
vending machines operated by 
his brother and lived with his 
wife, Sybil, in a small house in 
suburban Natick. . 

“An ideal couple—he was a 
mannerly man who never spoke 
unless spoken to,” a neighbor 
commented. 5 

Once, Baker was using a gas- 
oline-powered lawn mower on 
a Sunday. He saw a neighbor 
watching and walked over and 
asked him if he minded the 
noise and if so he’d stop. The 
neighbor smiled and said he 
didn't mind. Another neighbor 
said, “They were always work- 
ing around the house.” 


McGinnis lived in a three- 
room apartment on the first 
floor rear of a five-story -apart- 
ment house in the Brighton 
section with his wife, Marjorie. 
He worked long hours clerking 
at his liquor store. McGinnis 
puttered a good deal, doing 
carpentry, painting, and fixing 
plumbing on various apartment 
buildings he owned, 


Maffie lived in North Quincy | 


with his wife and two children 
when he was not in prison—he 
was convicted of Federal tax 
evasion. His neighbors re- 
garded him as “an ordinary 
business man.” They’ did no 
entertaining. A woman neigh- 
bor thought Maffie “a good 
husband because he did the 
shopping.” 

Geagan worked as a long- 
shoreman and lived with his 
attractive 36-year-old wife, An- 
gela, and their daughter Betty, 
born in 1949. \ They spent-sum- 
mers in a cottage on the North 
Shore. They had occasional 
visitors. One, neighbor said:

“They were just a typical sub- 
urban couple.” 

The Costa family lived in a 
six-room winterized summer 
cottage on a lake in Pembroke. 
He was building a new house 
in Quiney. “He lived a guarded 
existence,” a neighbor said. 

The Pinos and the Costas 
visited a good deal at Pino's 
10-room house in Wallaston 
with their children. Pino and 
Costa, brothers-in-law, operated 
a gas station and trucking busi- 
ness together. 

Neighbors seldom saw Pino, 
but they noted that he drove 
a Cadillac and was a “sharp 
dresser.” They also noted he 
had “many visitors.” ‘“Specs” 
O'Keefe came to see him, Pino 
said later, but he “was not glad 
to see him.” 

O’Keefe, imprisoned briefly 
in Pennsylvania for carrying a 
pistol, lived in an unpretentious 
house with his wife and the lit- 
tle boy they cared for but was 
not home a great deal. 

O'Keefe later told the FBI 
that he was cheated out of his 
share of the Brink’s money. 
His associates say he spent his 
share and was trying to black- 
mail them into giving him 
money. He was shot at twice 
in Boston by a hired killer 
brought from New York. The 
first time the shot missed. the 
second time his wrist watch 
was shot off and he was 
wounded slightly. 

Banfield lived in Charles- 
town but never seemed to have 
any money and always seemed 
to be intoxicated. He wan- 
dered from bar to bar, cadging 
drinks and talking freely about 
his life of crime until he died. 

Toward the end of 1955, in- 


was still working on the solu- 
tion of the case but went about 
its work quietly. The federal 
statute of limitations had ex- 
pired and on Thursday, Jan.

mitted meekly. 

McGinnis was waiting on a 
customer in his liquor store.

Geagan was load- 
ing a ship on the Castle Island 
docks in South Boston, where 
so many of them spent their 
youth, when the agents frisked 
him. Faherty was also on the 
Same dock, according to one 
report, and slipped away. 

Baker was arrested in Dor- 
chester. He was indignant and 
spoke of ‘“‘my rights.” O'Keefe 
was cleaning the shower room 
in the Hampden County Jail 
when they came for him. In 
the Western State Penitentiary 
at Pittsburgh, Gusciora reacted 
to the news by getting a “very 
severe” headache. 

The only one of the defend- 
ants who showed any resistance 
was Maffie. He was at home 
“fast asleep” when the agents 
arrived. They woke him up 
after his wife let them in the 
front door. He fought them on 
the floor. Maffie kept shout- 
ing, “I’m not coming.” 

Maffie’s 8-year-old boy saw 
what was happening and tele- 
phoned the North Quincy po- 
lice, saying “come over to my 
house quick. Two men in the 
house are trying to put hand- 
cuffs on Daddy.” 


The police rushed into the 
Maffie house with drawn re- 
volvers, The FBI agents had 


to show their credentials before 
taking Maffie away.

My Day 


Fog Makes 
Travel a Bit

THEN I WENT to the gate 
and waited and waited. There 
were crowds of people every- 
where as a result of having 
missed their planes, as I did, 
because of the fog and were 
trving to get on any plane at 
all to reach their destinations. 
There were tired, weeping chil- 
dren, but the door remained 
closed. 

Finally, it opened and I went 
to the plane. Then I went on 
waiting. At 12:30 p.m., half an 
hour late, we took off and 
reached Washington at 2:05 
p.m. I was met there and at 
2:30 we were in Turner's arena. 

Myrna Loy had arrived by 
plane ahead of me and had 
made her speech. Senator James 
E. Murray of Montana was there 
and Senator Richard Neuberger 
of Oregon arose at once to in- 
troduce me. 

Inwardly, I wondered if it had 
been necessary for me to make 
the trip. I thought they would 
have had just as good a meet- 
ing without me. Nevertheless, 
I spoke, and the crowd seemed 
enthusiastic about Stevenson, 
which pleased me very much.

AT 3 O’CLOCK, I had to run 
for the car to make the 3:30 
plane back to New York. Myrna 
Loy also made it and we came 
up to New York together. It 
was a pleasant trip and: we were 
on time, so I reached home in 
time to greet a lady who Hed 
been trying to see me for sev- 
eral months. .She wanted help 
of a nature that I was unable to 
give, but I was glad at last to be 
able to see her. 

I even had time to dress 
leisurely before my son, James, 
called for me to go to the Sher- 
aton-Astor Hotel for a dinner 
given by the American Medical 
Center at Denver, Colo. 

This medical center originally 
was started for the care of tu- 
berculosis victims but since has 
branched out into research and 
care of cancer patients. At the 
dinner, the center gave an 
award for hard work to Simon 
Cohen and my son, and I was 
glad to be able to be there.
